Many  Army  National  Guard 
units  will  not  be  allocated  enough  ammo  to  accomplish  training  objectives 
during  FY  79.   Intensive  management  of  training  ammo  by  commanders  and 
staffs  and  the  cooperation  of  every  soldier  is  required  to  maximize 
training  benefits  during  FY  79  and  to  provide  a  basis  for  the  National 
Guard  Bureau  to  negotiate  increased  allocations  for  future  years.   Here's 
what  you  can  do  to  help: 

(1)  Make  sure  that  requests  for  ammo  (DA  Form  581)  are  complete, 
accurate,  legible,  and  contain  all  the  information  required  by  the 
Training  Ammunition  Management  System  (TAMS)  directive 

(2)  Make  a  special  effort  to  turn-in  to  the  ASP  all  ammo  not  fired. 
Inform  your  higher  headquarters  so  they  can  redistribute  allocations  to 
other  units. 

(3)  Do  not  break  open  ammo  boxes  until  its  time  to  shoot.   This  will 
simplify  turn-ins  if  training  is  interrupted. 

(4)  FORSCOM  FORM  1R,  Yearly  Training  Evaluation,  has  been  modified 
to  give  commanders  the  opportunity  to  comment  on  ammo  shortages.   If 

you  unit  was  not  allocated  enough  ammo  to  accomplish  training  objectives, 
place  the  number  "2"  in  block  16  of  the  form  and  explain  in  the  narrative 
section.   TANKERS  -  if  you  are  forced  to  use  modified  gunnery  tables,  be 
sure  to  let  us  know  by  following  these  procedures. 

(a)  Select  weapons  qualification  courses  that  require  the  least 
amount  of  ammo. 

(b)  Avoid  demonstration  firing  unless  it  contributes  directly 
to  training  readiness. 

(c)  Conserve  ammo  whenever  it  does  not  contribute  to  realistic, 
performance  oriented  training.   If  you  don't,  your  Annual  Training 
evaluator  will  probably  write  you  up. 

b.  It  is  up  to  you  to  tighten  up  your  belt  this  year  and  make  the  system 
work.

The  new  TM  contains  the 
most  current  Preventive  Maintenance  Checks  and  Services  (PMCS)  and  if  not 
on  hand  units  should  order  it  immediately.   Until  the  new  TM  is  received 
you  will  use  the  old  TM  9-2320-218-10  with  change  and  the  ESC  Technical 
Manual  in  accordance  with  instructions  in  NG-SMO  letter.   Subject: 
Equipment  Readiness  Reporting,  Preventive  Maintenance  Check  and  Services 
(PMCS)  dated  1  March  19  79  to  conduct  PMCS ' s . 

602.  M113  CARRIER  FAMILY  U- JOINTS .   a.   This  message  is  a  quote  from 
NGB-ARL-M,  R262012Z  Feb  79,  subject  as  above. 

b.   TARCOM  msg  (DRSTA-M)  dated  162207Z  Nov  78,  subject  as  above. 
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(1)  By  reference  A  addressees  were  notified  to  discontinue  instal- 
lation of  disc  lock  washers  in  u-joints  of  the  M113  Family  Power  Train 
and  to  use  hardened  washers  pending  results  of  ongoing  tests. 

(2)  Test  results  show  that  properly  torqued  cap  s  rews  used  with 
hardened  washers  installed  on  u-joints  with  proper  spoc  face  offer  the 
greatest  assurance  that  the  cap  screw  will  remain  tight.   Test  also 
indicates  that  properly  torqued  cap  screws  used  in  conjunction  with 
hardened  washers  on  current  u-joints  which  are  not  properly  spot  faced 
offer  equal  or  higher  probability  of  staying  tight  than  cap  screws 
installed  with  locking  plates  (lock  tab  washers)  or  disc  lock  washers. 

(3)  All  depot  stocks  of  u-joints  were  frozen  appr ozimately  1  Feb  79. 
Depot  stocks  at  NCAD  and  SHAD  are  being  shipped  to  RRAD  for  required 
spot  facing.   Future  issues  of  u-joints  will  be  sett  faced. 

(4)  Based  on  field  and  test  experience >  locking  plates  and  disc  lock 
washers  should  be  replaced  with  hardened  washers  only  when  found  to  be 
loose  or  when  the  power  train    is  disassembled  for  other  reasons.   Proce- 
dure for  installing  and  torquing  cap  screws  with  hardened  washers  is 
repeated  for  the  convenience  of  addressees  in  para  5  below.

TEST  SET,  BATTERY  AN/PSM-13.   a,   A  recent  field  complaint  has  been 
received  concerning  the  reliability  of  readings  obtained  with  Battery  Test 
Set,  AN/PSM-13  when  used  with  Adapter,  Connector  U-297  PSM-13  Test  Battery 
BA-4386/PRC-25. 

b.  TM  11-6625-823-15,  page  2-2,  section  II  reads  unde  heading  "Function", 
Division  of  "Scale",  "Condition  of  Battery  Section"  "Green  Good",  "More  than 
8  Hours  of  Remaining  Useful  Life".   The  complaint  states  that  when  the 
BA-4386/PRC-25  is  tested  and  a  reading  is  given  in  the  green  section  the 
useful  battery  life  is  about  2  hrs  or  3  hrs  instead  of  the  8  hrs  or  more. 

c.  Investigation  has  revealed  that  the  readings  are  inaccurate  and 
cannot  be  relied  upon.   All  users  are  advised  to  discontinue  using  the 
subject  adapter,  .:9,, 31594  U-297/PSM-13  to  determine  :he  remaining  useful 
life  of  Battery  BA-4386/PRC-25  and  to  return  the  adapter  to  their  supplier. 

d.  A  new  Adapter,  Connector  U-410/PSM-13  for  testing  .-he  BA-4386/PRC-25 
should  be  available  to  the  field  abcut  Aug  79 «      Use  the  Battery  Test 
TS-183/U  to  determine  battery  serviceability  until  the  U-410  becomes 
available.
